from E. O. Thompson, member of 
the Texas Railroad Commission, 
that the production control section 
saying that the Federal Govern- 
ment shall allocate production to a 
state be made to provide instead 
that it “recommend” the production 
quota. 
Calls It Technical Change. 

Johnson explained this was mere- 
ly a technical change so that it 
would be a recommended step 
“rather than imposing the will of 
the Government,” but smilingly add- 
ing it would in no wise affect the 
provision giving the Federal Gov- 
ernment full authority to prevent 
shipment out of a state of more 
than the production allotted it by 
the Government. ; ¢ 

The production control section, 
which stipulates the Government 
shall exercise its power over inter- 
state commerce to prevent the 
“pouring out of unmanageable oil 
that nearly ruined a great indus- 
try,” Johnson ; based on the

He expressed the view that if oil 
production in Texas alone could be 
regulated adequately the question 
of production control nationally 
would be simple. 

Price Section Written by Johnson. 

Johnson said he himself wrote 
the section of the, code’s regulating 
price provision stipulating as a 
basis that a barrel of crude oil 
should cost 18% times the price of 
a gallon of gasoline at refinery 
according to quality of each. This 
provision does not satisfy the ma- 
jority of the industry demanding 
rigid price supervision, whose 
spokesmen took their appeal direct 
to Roosevelt today.

TWO MISSING IN TRAIN WRECK 
IN ILLINOIS; 15 CARS BURN 


Tank and Refrigerator Carriers 

Pile Up in Front of Station at - 

Kinderhook. 

KINDERHOOK, Ill, Aug. 18.— 
At least two, and probably more 
men riding on a fast Wabash Rail- 
road freight train bound from 
Kansas City to Chicago, were be- 
Heved to have lost their lives today 
when it was derailed, following an 
explosion, and caught fire. 

The accident occurred about 1 a. 
m. and resulted in the piling up of 
15 or 16 cars, mostly of the refrig- 
erator type, in front of the station 
here. Hours later the wreckage 
was still burning fiercely, fed by 
fuel from a tank car, and rescue 
work was almost impossible.

Therefore, opponents of national 
prohibition, who desire repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment, should 
mark a cross through paragraph 
(2), so that their vote will be count- 
ed for the delegates favoring re- 


Those wishing to vote for reten- 
tion of the eighteenth amendment 
will cross out paragraph (1), and 
will thus be voting for the dele- 
gates who oppose repeal. 

The names of the delegates are 
not printed on the ballot. The dele- 
gates, who have been named by 
State senatorial districts, must vote, 
at the State convention Aug. 29, in 
accordance with the platform on 
which they were elected. Voters, 
therefore, are. not delegating their 
power, but are, in effect, voting di- 
rectly for or against repeal. 

A very heavy majority for repeal 
is expected in St. Louis, and the 
leaders of the United Repeal Coun- 
cil, with headquarters here, predict 
that the rest of the State will also 
vote decisively for repeal, and that 
the State result as a whole will be 
a vote of 3-to-1 or more for repeal. 
Some have estimated the ratio as 
high as 5-to-1. 


Vote of 150,000 Predicted in City. 

In the city, with a registration of 
385,012 at the mayoralty election 
last April, a vote of 150,000 is pre- 
dicted by Chairman Waechter of 
the Election Board. Waechter pre- 
dicted that the division of this city 
vote would be about 140,000 for re- 
peal to 10,000 against repeal, or 14 
to 1 for repeal. 

The result in the city should be 
known by 10 p. m., the chairman 
said, as tabulation of the vote is a 
simple matter, compared with tab- 
ulation of votes on ballots bearing 
the names of a list of candidates. 

Missouri, if it .votes for repeal, 
will be the twenty-second state to 
join in the repeal movement. No 
state has thus far voted to retain 
the eighteenth amendment.

Average of 8 Pct. in Big Cities 


General Level Above 1913 “Mark Yor First

Show an Advance of 57 Pct.

"lof the country increased on an av- 


erage of eight and one-third per 
cent during the month from June 
15 to July 15, the Lapor Lepartment 
Bureau of Labor Statistics an- 
nounced last night. The increase in 
St. Louis was nine per cent. 

The IF or Department survey 

ows that for the first time since 
October, 1982, the general average 
of retail food prices rose above the 
1918 level. The statistical bureau's 
weighted index numbers, based on 
average prices of 1913 as_100, were 
101 for July 15 last year; 96.7 for 
June 15 this year, and 104.8 for July 
15. The average price increase over 
July 15 last year was slightly less 
than four per cent. 

in Increases. 

The increase in food prices dur- 
ing the 30-day period this year 
showed great disparities when cities 
are compared. The increase in Min- 
neapolis and St. Paul was 14 per 
cent, while in Birmingham, San 
Francisco and Seattle it was only 
three per cent. In Springfield, Il, 
it was 11 per cent; in Chicago, 10 
per cent; Little Rock, seven per 
cent; and Kansas City, New York, 
Portland, Ore., and Washington, D. 
C., six per cent. 

For the period from July 15, 1932, 
to July 15, 1933, some of the typical 
increases were: St. Louis, Kansas 
City and Houston, 8 per cent; 
Louisville, 10 per cent; Springfield, 
M. 9 per cent; Peoria, 7 per cent; 
Chicago, New York, Philadelphia, 
Portland, Ore., and Richmond, Va., 
1 per cent. Decreases were shown 
in Norfolk, Charleston, S. C., New- 
ark and Little Rock. 

Huge Jump in Potatoes. 

“With the exception of fresh 
meats,” the survey said, “price ad- 
vances are showing in July, 1933, 
for practically all of the 42 articles 
of food included in the index. The 
increases for certain articles repre- 
sent seasonal advances. The rise 
of 57 per cent in the average price 
for potatoes in July is partly due to 
the midsummer replacement of old 
petatoes by the new crop. How- 
ever, this price was about 90 per 
cent higher than the average in 
July, 1932. Strictly fresh eggs and 
butter showed greater and earlier 
advances this year than usual, the 
increases being 22 per cent and 10 
per cent, respectively. Due, no 
doubt, in the main to the processing 
tax on wheat, flour advanced 18 
per cent and bread 9 per cent in the

‘During the month from June 
15, 1933, to July 15, 1933, the follow- 
ing articles increased in average 
price for the month: Potatoes, 57 
per cent; strictly fresh eggs, 22 per 
cent: flour, 18 per cent; butter, 10 
per cent; bread. 9 per cent; rolled 
oats and bananas, 5 per cent; lard, 
navy beans, onions and cabbage, 
4 per cent; sliced bagon, cornmeal, 
macaroni and rice, 3 per cent; sliced 
ham, canned red salmon, fresh milk, 
margarine, cheese, wheat cereal, 
poxx and beans, sugar, prunes and 
oranges, 2 per cent; round steak; 
evaporated milk, vegetable lard 
substitute, corn flakes, canned 
corn, canned tomatoes an dtea, 1 
per cent, and sirloin steak, less 
than five-tenths of 1 per cent. 

Some Decreases in Meat. 

“Decreases were shown in the 
average price of the following: Plate 
beef, 4 per cent; rib roast, pork 
chops, lamb and hens, 2 per cent; 
and chuck roast, 1 per cent. The 
following rages: showed no 
change in the mont — peas, 
coffee, and raisins.” 

The commodities —— as sam- 
ples by the Labor Department have 
been subject to the criticism that 
they are not typical. They are sup- 
posed to represent food usually 
bought by working people. 

To correlate these statistics with 
factory employment and payroll 
figures, it is interesting to note 
that the Labor Department an- 


nounced several days ago that 1195) 


establishments in Missouri reported 
113,664 persons on the payroll on 
July 15 this year. The total week- 
ly payroll for these establishments 
was $2,256,099 and the average in- 
dividual weekly wage was $19,853 
cents. Food is a large item in the 
weekly budget .of such a wage- 
earner. 
Individual Wages Not Up. 

Secretary of Labor Perkins said 
yesterday that the 7.9 per cent in- 
crease in payrolls from June 15 to 
July 15 represented an estimated 
increase of $7,500,000 paid in week- 
ly wages to factory employes. She 
hastened to add, however, that the 
employment of 400,000 additional 
workers accounted for this increase 
in total wages. 

In other words, the increases in 
employment and payrolls were 
about the same. The wages to the 
individual worker had not  in- 
creased greatly if at all, although 
food costs and other expenses had 
increased. 

When Miss Perkins commented 
on the employment and payroll fig- 
ures at a newspaper conference 
yesterday she passed around an 
enormous graph, charting mdénthly 
payroll and employment figures 
since 1915. 

This chart showed that during 
the “prosperous years” 1924 to 
1929 total payrolls and total em- 
ployment were always close to- 
gether. She said that this was a 
“wholesole and normal conditicn.” 

In 1930 the two lines started 
precipitately downward but pay- 
rolis fell faster than employment, 
this represented the wage cutting. 
In March this year the employment 
line started upward but the pay- 
roll line lagged. 

Miss Perkins said that “history of 
all economic upturns disclosed that 
payrolls lag behind employment.” 
The latest figures on the chart 
show that employment is now 67.8 
per cent of the 1926 average and 
payrolls are at 46.5 per cent, which 
means that about two-thirds of the 
number of persons employed in 
factories in 1926 were employed on 
July 15 but are receiving less than 
half the total monthly wages paid 
in that so-calléd normal year.

Hamilton-Brown Factory at 
Union, Mo., Is Picketed 
After Walkout of 900 


Employes. 


UNION, Mo., Aug. 18.—Strikers 
who walked out yesterday when the 
Hamilton-Brown Shoe Co. put into 
effect the new wage and hour pro- 
visions of the temporary code ap- 
proved by the National Recovery 
Administration, picketed the fac 
tory today. Virtually all of’ the 
900 employes are on strike, how- 
ever, and no effort to operate the 
plant was made. 

W. W. Bicknell, superintendent 
of the factory, refused to discuss 
the situation, but strikers were 
quite willing to tell any who would 
listen just why they quit work. 

An employe in the lasting depart- 
ment explained that the increased 
piece work rate did not compensate 
for the reduction of hours and that 
his average weekly earnings of 
$21.12 would be reduced to $14.3 a 
week, 25 cents more than the mini- 
mum provided by the code for men 
in towns of less than 20,000. 

Worked 66 Hours a Week. 

He said he had been working 66 

hours a week, during which he and 


another worker required for the; 


process, handled 132 cases of shoes 
being paid at the rate of 32 cents 
acase. Under the 40-hour week, he 
said, they could complete only 75 
cases at 38 cents a case. 

Another employe in the lasting 
department, working on another 
type of shoe, said the reduction of 
his hours from 60 to 40 a week and 
the increase in pay rate of from 35 
to 42 cents a case would enable 
him to earn only $15.75 a week in- 
stead of the usual $13.90. 

In the cutting department, em- 
ployes said reduction of hours 
from 59 to 40 and pay of 78 in- 
stead of 71 cents a case would re 
duce their ‘average weekly earning 
of $21.30 to $15.60. 

From $23 to $15 a Week. 

Wood heel finishers who have 
earned $23.04 a 66-hour week at 48 
cents a case, stated their earnings 
would be only $15 a 40-hour week 
at 50 cents a case. 

The factory is the largest of four, 
all in small towns, operated by the 
company.

STABBED TO DEATH 


IN BASEMENT FIGHT 


Victim’s Wife Finds Body After 
Being Told of Alter- 
cation. 


Joseph Rodriguez, 
Mexican laborer, was stabbed to 
death during an altercation in a 
basement at 312 Convent street yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Rodriguez, who lived at 308 Con- 
vent street, was found dead on the 
floor, with two wounds in his chest, 
by his wife and two daughters, 
when they investigated a report 
that he had been in a fight.

MUNICIPAL LIGHT PLANT 
FAVORED BY O’FALLON CITIZENS 


Mayor Says House-to-House Can- 
vass Showed Vote of 783 
to 4. 

Citizens of O’Fallon, . seven 
miles north of Belleville, favor con- 
struction of a municipal light plant 
by a vote of 783 to 4, according to 
Mayor Ralph Kampmeyer, who an- 
nounced last night the results of a 
house-to-house cnvass by the city. 

Kampmeyer said 609 persons fa- 
vored construction of a steam plant 


and 174 a plant using oil engines 


for power. The Mayor estimated 
that the fifSt type would ‘cost $140,- 
000 and the second $120,000. A ref- 
erendum will be held, after whith; 
if the citizens approve the prop- 
osition, the city will attempt to 
have the money advanced under the 
Federal public works program. Fail- 
ing in that, the Mayor said, the city 
would issue its own bonds. 

The town is now supplied by the 
Illinois Power & Light Co., which 
has refused to grant a 25 per cent 
reduction in rates.and which has 
been operating on a monthly basis 
since its franchise expired in July. 
City officials estimate that rates 
would be lowered, that $7000 would 


‘be saved by the city annually on its 


lighting bill, and a sinking fund set 
aside to pay for the plant if the city 
builds its own.

ACCORD IN GARMENT 
STRIKE IN EAST NEAR 


Dress Manufacturers’ Group 
Accepts Collective Bargain- 
ing in Principle. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 18.—An early 
end of the strike affecing 60,000 
workers in the women’s garment 
industry was predicted today by 
Grover A. Whalen, mediator of the 
National Recovery Administration, 
after the National Association of 
Dress Manufacturers ratified ac- 
ceptance of the principle of collec 
tive bargaining. 

Four hundred members of the 
association attended the meeting 
and heard Whalen plead for ac- 
ceptance of the tentative basis for 
a settiement of the strike worked 
out at an all-night conference last 
night. 

Whalen pointed out that collec- 
tive bargaining was a part of the 
guarantee of the National Indus 
trial Recovery Act and told the 
manufacturers that by recognizing 
the International Union the manu- 
facturers and jobbers belonging to 
the association would have a 
strong weapon to be used against 
Communist workers, who, he 
charged, have been trouble makers 
generally. 


ALUMINUM INDUSTRY SUBMITS 
CODE TO THE RECOVERY BOARD 


Maximum of 40 Hours a Week for 
Employes Engaged in Con- 
tinuous Processes. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—Codes 
were submitted to the Recovery 
Administration today by the alum- 
inum industry and city directory 
business. 

The Association of Manufacturers 
in the aluminum industry described 
their proposal as a basic code cov- 
ering the mining of bauxite, con- 
centrates, virgin aluminum and 
production of sheets, foil, powder, 
castings, pistons and other prod- 
ucts. The maximum work week 
would be 40 hours for employes en- 
gaged in continuous processes and 
42 hours in other process opera- 
tions, averaged over a six months 
period but with no employe work- 
ing more than 48 hours in one 
week. 

Minimum wages were fixed at @ 
cents an hour for bauxite mining 
in the South; 35 cents for male and 
30 cents for female in Northern 
manufacture; 30 cents for male and 
27% cents for female in the South. 
Piece workers and employes work- 
ing under bonus schemes would be 
compelled to average earnings 
equal to the minimum. 

The Association of North Ameri- 
ean Directory Publishers, claiming 
to represent 75 per cent of the in- 
dustry, included in their code a ia- 
bor provision designed to prevent 
impairment of “the joint right of 
employer and employe to operate 
an open shop.” A maximum week 
of 40 hours averaged over a year 
with a maximum of 48 hours in 
any week was proposed with min- 
imum wages of 30 cents an hour.

ated the two big banks were per- 
mitted. 

“My main criticism,” he said, “is 
that the conditions I object to were 
engaged in after the consolidations 
the past-due loans, the unwar- 
ranted loans, the millions and mil- 
lions loaned on their own stock in 
violation of the law. All that was 
done long before the Fedaral Gov- 
ernment knew of it. . . . Then the 
question arose: Should the Federal 
Government compel all these loans 
to be wiped out and the banks 
closed because of the impairment 
of capital? 

“The Federal Government says: 
‘IT think it is better to carry them 
along in the hope they will work 
out.’ * That is better community in- 
terest. The discretion may turn 
out wrong or wise. I want to point 
out that 35 or 40 billions in deposits 
were never affected. Why? Be- 
cause they had sound banking man- 
agement and sound banks, run for 
the depositors and not for specu- 
lators.” 

“Orgy of Pyramiding.” 

The Senator asserted that “I 
know of no other city in the whole 
world where there was such an 
orgy of pyramiding of corporations 
and the fixing of fictitious values 
and earnings.” 3 

He charged the Union Guardian 
Trust Co. had “jockeyed the chil- 
dren’s fund of Michigan out of 
$200,000,” and asked Prosecutor Toy 
to investigate with a view to crim- 
inal proceedings. The children’s 
fund, established in 1928 by the 
Senator, has an endowment of $10,- 
000,000, the income of which is to 
be spent solely for crippled children 
of the State. 

The trust company, said the Sen- 
ator, sold the fund $300,000 worth 
of “participation certificates” based 
on real estate mortgages, but plead- 
ed a temporary stringency of funds 
when payment became due and 
asked the fund management to 
take “certificates of deposit” in- 
stead. : 

He said the certificates had no 
collateral security behind them and 
only $100,000 was cashed by the 
fund. The rest, he said, was not 
obtained before the trust company 
closed and he said he counted the 
$200,000-‘as practically a total loss.” 

Hints at Criminal Offense.

Scliedules for Domestic 
Consumers Here Higher 
Than in Most Other 


Places in State. 


How the “service charge” in the 
St. Louis gas rate schedule oper- 
ates to increase consumers’ bills 
was strikingly shown in exhibits 
filed by the city in the case now 
pending before the State Public 
Service Commission in which City 
Counselor Hay is asking for a 20 
per cent reduction. 

Many of the exhibits are included 
in the 222-page printed brief in 
which the city has summed up its 


evidence and arguments. The La- 
clede Gas Light Co. is to present its 
side’ of the case in a brief. 

One city exhibit shows that for 
quantities of gas normally used by 
domestic consumers St. Louis rates 
are higher than the rates in most 
other cities and towns of the State. 
Analysis of the exhibits and rate 
schedule shows the “service charge” 
accounts to a large extent for the 
difference and yields the company 
a revenué of about $900,000 a year. 

The St. Louis user pays $2.64 for 
15 therms, or 1875 cubic feet, used 
in one mionth. In only a few small 
towns is the cost higher and in 
many cities and towns it is lower. 
The same amount costs $2.50 in 
Marshall, $2.30 in Hannibal, $2.25 
in Bonne Terre, $2.18 in St. Louis 
Courtty, $2 in Monett, Springfield 
and Poplar Bluff, $1.75 in Kansas 
City and $1.22 in Joplin. 

Some Other Comparisons. 

In St. Louis 20 therms, or 2500 
cubic feet, cost $3.34.' The cost is 
$2.92 in Hannibal, $2.80 in St. Louis 
County, $2.65 in Farmington, $2.50 
in Poplar Bluff and $2.19 in Kan- 
sas City. Comparisons with other 
cities are included in the accom- 
panying table, prepared from data 
used by the city’s consulting en- 
gineers at the rate hearings. The 
calculations were made from rates 
on file with the Public Service 
Commission. 

The “service charge” entered the 
St. Louis rate schedule in 1929 when 
the Public Service Commission ap- 
proved a revision designed to yield 
the company additional revenue of 
$700,000 a year. Before that the 
minimum monthly charge entitled 
the consumer to the full amount of 
gas the charge would purchase at 
the rate for the first block. That is, 
when the minimum monthly charge 
was 50 cents and the rate was $1 
a thousand cubic feet the consumer 
was entitled to 500 cubic feet for 
the minimum charge so that in the 
case of a user of 500 feet or more 
the normal rate was not increased 
by reason of the minimum charge. 

_ Under the present schedule the 
company is permitted to charge ‘80 
cents for thé first two therms, or 
for the first 250 cubic feet, used in 
a month, and this charge enters in- 
to every monthly bill. At the first 
step rate of 14.1 cents a therm, or 
$1.12 for 1000 feet, this quantity of 
gas is worth about 30 cents, indi- 
cating a direct “service charge” of 
50 cents a month. Assuming that 
each consumer pays th's 12 times 
a year, it amounts to $6/a year. 

A $900,000 Increase. 

There are about 150,000 domestic: 
consumers using more than the 
amount of gas covered by the “serv- 
ice charge” and the bills of prac-

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—More 
that 20,000 new jobs are expected 
by the Public Works Administra- 
tion to develop because of its ap- 


proval of $65,000,000 more for ex- 


penditure on construction.

The Queens 
borough (New York) project, it 
said, should provide jobs for 800 
men for 18 months; that in Nep- 
tune Gardens, Boston, 1000 jobs for 
a year; that in Hutchinson, Kan., 
35 six-month jobs. 


29 Public Buildings. 

For the other housing projects, it 
made no specified estimate of em- 
ployment. For the 29 public build- 
ings, it said: 

“Construction will begin 1 soon 
as contracts can be awarded. 
Large numbers of men now unem- 
ployed will be given work.” 

As it approved these, the admin- 
istration also set minimum wages 
for the things to be built under its 
jurisdiction. These would guaran- 
tee: 

Southern zone—Skilled labor, $1 
an hour, unskilled, 40 cents. 

Central zone—Skilled, $1.10; un- 
skilled, 45 cents. 

Northern zone—Skilled, $1.20; un- 
skilled 50 cents. 

These schedules, said Secretary 
Ickes, were drawn to “carry out 
the mandate of Congress that wage 
rates shall be sufficient to provide 
a standard of living in decency and 
comfort.” ' 

The Southern zone includes New

The Northern zone includes Wash- 
ington, Montana, North Dakota, 
Iowa, Illinois, Michigan, Ohio, Penn- 
sylvania, Idaho, South Dakota, Ore- 
gon, Wyoming, Nebraska, Minneso- 
ta; Wisconsin, Indiana, New Jersey, 
New York, - Connecticut, Rhode 
Island, Massachusetts, Vermont, 
New Hampshire and Maine. 

Housing Allotments. \ 

The housing allotments are sub- 
ject to satisfactory contracts be 
ing made for the projects and final 
approval by President Roosevelt.

The suit of the oil] men for an injunction to cancel 
Secretary Ickes’ orders went to the District of Co 
lumbia Supreme Court, whose Justice Joseph Cox was 
called on to make a ruling. Justice Cox is a man 
who sees the function of the courts, not as some iso- 
lated procedure, but as part and parcel of the whole 
of his time. Upholding the Government, he refused 
the injunction in what we believe will become a mem- 
orable opinion. It is worth quoting, both for its in- 
terpretation of the piace of the law in an emergency 
and for its clarity of expression. 
In the law (said Justice Cox), it is recognized 
that necessity confers many rights and privileges 
- that without the necessity might not be conferred. 

It is said that self-preservation is the first law, 

and this principle, in some degree at least, seems 

to extend to governments. : : 
There is another maxim, that “the safety of 

the people is the supreme law,” and all these 

must be considered in dealing with emergencies. 

All laws, including the Constitution, should be 

réad in emergencies in the light of the law of 

necessity. Congréss has declared that a great 
national emergency exists, and has ijiivested the 

President with extraordinary power to meet that 

emergency. 

This is an accurate statement of the situation, and 
we may be thankful that 4 jurist with. Justice Cox’s 
vision had the opportunity to make it. As he went 
,on to say, in an emergency, the judicial] branch of the 


which might serve to make more difficult the tasks 
of the legislative and executive branches. 

Writing in the Bulletin of the Harvard Business, 
School Alumni Association, Prof. Thomas Reed Pow- 
ell, the distinguished authority on constitutional law 
in the Law School of Harvard University, reminds 
us that as facts change, so may constitutionality rise 
or fall. “Things may be done in emergencies,” he 
points out, “which may not be done when life runs 
on in what we like to think are normal ways. When 
facts . .°. are toppling the structures that have 
seemed secure for years, a tolerant attituge must be 
taken toward legislation that seeks ways of recovery 
alung lines other than those of unfettered individual 
initiative.” 

There is nothing more evident to those who have 
studied the history of the Constitution than that the 
Constitution is what the Supreme Court declares it 
to be. The test of constitutionality is not to be found 
in the language of the Constitution, but in the in- 
terpretations‘of the nine Justices. Search will reveal 
that no section of the Constitution indorses “unfet- 
tered economic initiative.” Yet this has been a guiding 
principle in the United States for generations chiefly 
because the Supreme Court has been led to accept it. 
But acceptance of an idea for a time is no guar- 
antee of its continuance indefinitely. Circumstances 
may arise which will lead the most dogmatic to ask 
questions about their ingrained beliefs, constitutional 
as well as otherwise. Then “decisions based upon 
those assumptions must cease to have the aroma of 
finality that formerly they have.seemed to exhale. 
To quote Prof, Powell again: 

It took a striking change of general attitude 
to permit unprecedeiited legislation to rush 
through legislative halls. The same currents 
must inevitably blow through the quieter chamber 
where Supreme Court Justices sit in conference. 
It will take supreme self-confidence for Judges to 
be sure that wisdom lies in leaving this or that . 
aJone rather than in letting government try out 
its various devices for amelioration. Granting 
that hardship will ensue upon the enforcement 
of some of our novel éxpedients, there is no 
guarantee that hardship will subside if five or 
more Supreme Court Justices decree that Con- 
gress has transgressed what seem to them the 
limits of legislative action. : 

The issues of constitutionality soon to come 
before the Supreme Court are issues of states- 
manship and not issues of the meaning of words. 
They are issues of statesmanship in'a sense far 
broader than mere issues of the wisdom of econom- 
ic policies. The court will be wise if it sustains 
even what it may deem to be economically unwise 
and thus leave the responsibility for economic 
policies on the only shoulders that are capable 
of bearing that responsibility. The court can un- 
make the laws of Congress, but it cannot fill the 
gap it can create. The mistake of a judicial veto 
may remain a mistake for years. 


In a theoretical sense, the three departments of 
government are separate. In reality, they are closely 
interrelated. What would it profit the judiciary if its 
restrictions on the legislative and executive branches 
in an emergency would frustrate the intentions of the 
latter two and bring all three to ruin?

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TWO HIGHWAY IRREGULARITIES. 


For the first time in the histofy of the Missouri 
State Highway Commission, public confidence in that 
board has been jarred. : 

The facts, charged and admitted, in the letting 
of two pieces of work—one in' McDonald County, the 
other in Barry—certainly show a departure from 
custom, The irregularity may not in itself be mo- 
mentous, but as an omen it is menacing. 

The jobs were given to a Kansas City firm. They 
had not been advertised. There were no competitive 
bids. No contract was exeguted and signed by the 
vice-chairman of the commission, as is the usual pro- 
cedure.. When the Kansas City firm had finished the 
work and wanted its money, the Highway Commis- 
sion’s engineer of construction, D. B. Levi, declined 
to issue a pay order to the auditor, for the excellent 
reason that since no signed contract had been drawn 
up by that department there were no Official data 
by which it could tel] whether the work had been 
satisfactorily done. Further, there was the opin- 
ion of the commission's legal department that the 
whole proceeding was illegal. At this juncture, Chief 
Engineer Cutler stepped into the breach and author- 
ized the auditor to pay 75 per cent of the Kansas City 
firm’s bill. 

The bill, according to a consulting engineer who 
was employed to examine the work, was excessive, 


per cent, which is twice as much as the contractor 
usually nets. * 

An explanation is offered, hy Chief Engineer Cut- 
ler, concurred in by Chairman Wilson, to the effect 
that it was a rush job, that the roads had to be re- 
paired in time for the tourist traffic, that there 
wasn’t time to go through the prescribed routine. 
Again, it is explained that the job was, in a way, 
experimental, that new materials were used for the 
purpose of determining their serviceability. 

The explanation is not convincing. The whole 
thing is a chain of irregularity, such a departure 
from the commission’s practice as to cause public un- 
easiness. It is evident that the procedure in this in- 
stance cannot become the practice of the State High- 
way Commission—-at least not without an explosion 
of public condemnation that will rock Jefferson City 
and the Park administration. If the Highway Com- 
mission should presume, as it did in this case, to 
award road construction work without publicity, 
without competitive bids, just hand it out to any. con- 
tractor it chose to favor, we should presently have a 
Tammanyized Highway Department. 

The Post-Dispatch anticipates no such sinister 
development. There is an informed and resolute pub- 
lic opinion in Missouri with regard to our State High- 
way Commission. There is a fine and justified State 
pride in the record of this great state enterprise. 
Missouri will not stand passively by and see its 
highway system dragged down into the muck of spoils 
politics. Our Highway Commission has traveled far 
and splendidly on “The Road Called Straight,” and 


‘byways of scandal] and venality. 

Moreover, our Highway Commission has more to 
reckon with than the public opinion of Missouri. It 
has to reckon with the Federal Government in the 
person of Secretary of the Interior Ickes, in whose 
hands has been placed the disbursing of the public 
works funds. Does anyone imagine Missouri will re- 
ceive its allotment of road money if the Highway 
Commission flouts law'and custom and its own sound 
procedure? Mr. Ickes is about as forthright a citi- 
zen as we have, a twofisted fighter, as the public 
enemies of Chicago, from Insull down, can testify. 

Gentlemen of the Missouri State Highway Commis- 
sion, get back on your stride.

Peaceful Revolutions in History 


By Roland G. Usher, Professor of History, Washington University 
° The Second in a Series of Articles, 


How Napoleon Transformed France 


HE most violent of all violent revolutions 
*§ was the French Revolution, yet it start- 

ed with the laudable intention of destroy- 
ing feudalism and of reorganizing France. 
It was not so much an attack upon Kings 
as upon privilege and the restrictions which 
fettered and destroyed the liberty of the 
people and their ability to use land and to 
follow such trades as they wished. 

With great unanimity, the National As- 
sembly abolished feudalism in a single short 
decree which met with the complete ap- 
proval of the King, the nobles, clergy and 
people. Its members determined to replace 
the old system with a new one, which should 
be perfect in the light of reason, philosophy, 
political science and liberty. 

Here is where the trouble began. The 


Assembly’s members could not understand - 


why feudalism did not at once disappear, 
and could not see why men should be so un- 
reasonable about Hiberty. They began to 
clear the field for the new system by exe- 
cuting the opponents of true and perfect 
ideas: King, nobles and presently one an- 
other. The Republic was proclaimed without 
any very clear idea of what it was, and in 
the quarrels that followed, the opponents 
continued to be executed. They abolished 
the church, and éven abolished God. The 
revolution never did establish the new sys- 
tem. It set up a temporary government and 
some parts of a socialistic state. 


The result was to destroy business, to in- 
troduce the worst police system ever known, 
in which the Chief of Police “exhorted” his 
“brothers” not to rob the shops so often. 
The tyranny of the Government, its repres- 
sion of normal business, its failure to insti- 


' tute the longed-for good government and 


peace and -prosperity led nee and even 
Paris to welcome with n arms a short, 
fat little man, one Napoleon Bonaparte, with 
his cannon. 

This man understood the crisis, and saw 
what was wanted. .He gradually instituted 
the quiet, detailed measures needed to trans- 
form France into a new nation and to cre- 
ate a new government and a new order of 
things to replace feudalism. | 

The first thing to do was to end the de- 
pression. Business must be encouraged and 
— What the country needed was peace, 
order and strong government. The gangs 
and thugs of Paris, who had thriven under 


the republican regime of “freedom,” were ~ 


rounded up and shipped to the colonies. 
France was tired of a “freedom” which was 
no better than license, and an eqyiality 
which was no better than robbery and con- 


the officials gasping with 


Next, Husiness needed better transporta- 
tion facilities. Napoleon undertook a tre- 
mendous program of public works—roads, 
canals, bridges, markéts, all of which made 
the movement of goods cheaper and swifter. 

But the key to the whole structure had to 
be the new state. The old monarchy had 
hampered and burdened business with heavy 
taxation. It had failed to produce the good 
and cheap government necessary to a pros- 
perous nation. It was clumsy, horribly ex- 
pensive, corrupt and had been bankrupt for 
a generation. Indeed, the taxes which would 
be due during the lives of everyone alive in 
1789 had already been anticipated and spent. 


When the people embraced and kissed 
one. another in the streets during the Rev- 
olution, celebrating their freedom, they 
seem to have supposed that there would be 
no more taxes. The Republic itself had 
rudely awakened them. Whatever else hap- 
pened, Napoleon realized, all taxes must be 
drastically lowered. He brought them down. 

The achievement was a more tremendous 
task than is easily grasped. It meant an 
era of detailed administrative and legal 
arrangements which perhaps no one but he 
could have carried out so quickly. Thiee 
seems to be no question about. it—Napoleon 
was personally responsible for the making 
and execution of these measures. He seemed 
to be everywhere at once. He could and 
did work 18 hours a day. He often got his 
only sleep in a coach going somewhere, 
then bounded out refreshed, ready to put 
20 town officials through a mill of book- 
keeping and accounting that left them ex- 
hausted but convinced that he was right 
and was the greatest man in France. 

Napoleon had to make the administration 
cheap. He must stop corruption, teach 
economy in buying, accuracy in accounting, 
honesty in supervising the accounts. He 
always could find time to stop for an hour 
somewhere and look things over. Woe be-

Cut pastry -in finger-length strips 
and bake about 10 minutes in hot 
oven.

Spiced Jelly and Butter May 
Also Be Pre- 
pared. 


Requests for recipes for grape 
and conserve are answered to- 
day. In addition, recipes for special 
grapes, butter and a spiced grape 
jelly which is an appetizing change 
from ordinary jelly, are given: 
Grape Conserve. 


Four pounds grapes. 
Two pounds sugar. 
three-fourths pound seeded rais- 


ins. 
Grated rind and juice of one 


orange. 

One-half pound finely chopped 
nuts. 

Wash grapes, press pulp from 
skins with fingers, cook pulp until 
soft, press through sieve and dis- 
eard seeds. Add skins and simmer 
until tender, then add sugar, rais- 
ins, orange rind and juice and 
cook for about an hour until thick. 
Stir in nuts just before thickening. 
Turn into sterilized glasses and 
cover tops with hot melted paraf- 


fin. 


Spiced Grapes. 

Four pounds grapes. 

One and one-half cups vinegar. 

Two sticks cinnamon. 

One-half ounce whole cloves, 

One blade mace. 

Two pounds sugar. 

| Press pulp from skins with 
fingers, saving skins. Cook pulp, 
vinegar and spices tied in a bag 
until] pulp is soft. Press through 
| sieve, add skins, cook until boiling, 
| put in sugar and take out spice 
bag. Cook about an hour until 
thick, turn: into sterilized glasses 
and cover with hot melted paraf- 
fin. 
Grape Jam. 

Stem and wash five pounds of 
grapes, press pulp from skins until 
seeds are loosened. Put through 
sieve and discard seeds. Pass skins 
through food chopper, add to pulp, 
measure and cook until thick with 
sugar in proportion of three-fourths 
pound of sugar to each pound of 
fruit. Stir often. Turn into ster- 
ilized glasses and cover with hot 
melted paraffin. 

i Spiced Grape Jelly. 

Four and one-half cups juice, 
leight cups sugar, one-half bottle 
(one-half cup) pectin. 

To prepare juice, stem and crush 
three pounds fully ripe grapes. Add 
one-half cup vinegar, one teaspoon 
cloves and two teaspoons cinna- 
mon. Bring to a boil, cover, and 
| simmer 10 minutes. Place fruit in 
ijelly cloth or bag and squeeze out 
| Juice. 

| Measure sugar and juice into 
large saucepan and mix. Bring to 
a boil over hottest fire and at once 
add pectin, stirring constantly. 
Then bring to a full rolling boil and 
boil hard one-half minute. Re 
move from fire, skim, pour quickly. 
Paraffin hot jelly at once. Makes 
about 11 eight-ounce glasses. 

Grape Butter. 

Seven cups sugar, four and one 
half cups pulp, one-half bottle (one- 
half cup) pectin. 

Measure sugar and pulp into 
large kettle, mix well, and bring 
to a full rolling boil over hottest 
fire. Stir constantly before and 
while boiling. Boil hard one min- 
ute. Remove from fire and stir in 
pectin. Pour quickly. Paraffin 
hot butter at once. Makes about 
ll eight-ounce glasses. 


RIBBON CAKE 


Three cups sifted cake flour. 
Three teaspoons baking’ powder. 
Two-thirds cup butter or other 
shortening. 
One and one-half cups sugar. 
Three egg yolks, well beaten. 
One cup milk. 
Three egg whites, stiffly beaten. 
Three-fourths teaspoon cinnamon. 
One-eighth teaspoon cloves. 
One-fourth teaspoon mace. 
One-fourth teaspoon nutmeg. 
One and one-half tablespoons mo- 
lasses. 
One-third cup raisins, finely cut. 
One-third cup figs, finely cut. 
Sift flour once, measure, add bak- 
ing powder, and sift together three 
times. Cream butter thoroughly,

Additional Recipes for Goodiés 
Which Will Be Welcomed 
Christmas, 


As suggested in this section re- 
cently a few jars or glasses of jel- 
ly or jam made now may well 
serve as Christmas gifts for inti- 
mate friends. 

And why not pickles also? Fol- 
lowing are some recipes which 
your friends may not have and will 
like gifts of same. It will be no- 
ticed that carrots are utilized in 
marmalade and pickles. Not a 
common ingredient for these, but 
very good, nevertheless. 

Ginger Pear Jam. 

Four cups (two pounds) 
pared fruit 

One-half to one cup diced crys- 
tallized ginger 

Seven and one-half cups (Three 
and one-fourth pounds) sugar 

One bottle pectin. 

To prepare fruit, peel, core and 
crush completely or grind about 
three pounds fully ripe pears. Dice 
about one-half pound crystallized 
ginger. 

Measure’ sugar and prepared 
fruit, tightly packed, into large ket- 
tle. Add ginger, mix well, and 
bring to a full rolling boil over hot- 
test fire. Stir constantly béfore 
and while boiling. Boil hard one 


pre- 


in pectin. Then stir and skim by 
turn for just five minutes to cool 
slightly, to prevent floating fruit. 
Pour quickly. Paraffin hot jam at 
once. Makes about 11 glasses. 
Spiced Pears. 
Select small, rather hard pears, 
peel them and stick three or four 
whole cloves in each. Stand them 
upright, close together in sauce- 
pan and pour over them a mixture 
of two cups of brown sugar, three- 
fourths cup of vinegar and two 
cups of boiling water. Add three 
pieces of whole ginger and two 
sticks of cinnamon. 
Cover and simmer over a low fire 
until fruit is tender, slightly colored 
and translucent. A few pears may 
be cooked at a time, removed from 
the syrup and more put in. 
Spiced Peaches. 
Two pounds brown sugar 
Two cups vinegar 
1 ounce stick cinnamon 
One-half ounce- whole cloves 
Four quarts peaches. 
Boil sugar, vinegar and spices 20 
minutes. Dip peaches quickly in 
hot water; then rub off the fuzz 
with a cloth. Place a few peaches 
at a time in syrup and cook until 
tender. Pack into sterilized jars. 
Adjust sterilized rubbers, and fill 
each jar to overflowing with hot 
strained syrup. Put on sterilized 
covers and seal jars immediately. 

Pickled String Beans. 

Select young, tender beans about 
two inches long. Snip off the ends 
and leave the beans whole. Put 
two pounds of them in a bowl or 
crock and cover with a brine made 
in the proportion of one-quarter cup 
Let 
stand over night. 
Drain, rinse in cold water and 
dry on a cloth. Pack in sterilized 
jars adding one hot chili pepper to 
each pint jar. Scald one quart of 
vinegar, add one-half cup brown 
sugar, one-half teaspoon celery seed 
and one tablespoon mixed spices. 
Boil for a minute or two, then fill 
jars and seal. 

Sweet Pickled Carrots. 
Shred raw carrots to make six 
cupsful, boil in salted water for five 
minutes, drain. Mix two and one- 
half cups vinegar with one-half cup 
brown sugar, one small bayleaf, 10 
whole cloves, one inch of stick cin- 
namon and the grated rind of one- 
half a lemon. Boil slowly for 20 
minutes, add the carrots and sim- 


half-pint jars and seal. 
Cumumber Chunks. 

Use seven pounds whole ripe cu- 
cumbers. Make a brine of the pro- 
portion of one cup coarse salt to 
two quarts of water. Cover whole 
cucumbess with brine and let stand 
for three days. Drain, cover with 
fresh cold water and let stand one 
day. Drain, and cut slices an inch 
thick. Line a large saucepan with 
grape leaves, put in cucumber slices 
and cover with equal parts of vin- 
egar and water. 

Cook very gently for an hour or 
until the cucumbers are tender. 
Meanwhile mix two and one-half 
pounds light brown sugar with 
three pints vinegar, one tablespoon 
whole alispice, one ounce stick 
cinnamon, broken in pieces, and 
one tablespoon celery salt. Heat 
to boiling point and boil five min- 
utes. Drain cucumbers, put in 
clean, hot jars and pour the spiced 
vinegar over them. Let stand un- 
til next day, pour off vinegar and 
boil it again for five minutes. Pour 
over cucumbers and seal jars at 


once. 
Pepper Marmalade. 

Twelve large red sweet peppers. 

One tablespoon salt. 

One pint vinegar. 


Boil an hour. Pour into hot glasses 
and cover with melted paraffin.

USAN has developed a distress- 
ing habit of falling asleep in the 
most unexpected places at any 
time.

| The patient sometimes com- 
plained of a metallic or salty taste 
in the mouth, burning or stinging 
sensations at the margins, the end 
or sometimes the base of the 
tongue, and dryness and tickling in 
the throat. 

Approximately 80 per cent of the 
patients reported increased saliva- 
tion. Most of the symptoms were 
more perceptible in the early morn- 
ing, after the mouth had been 
closed for a long period of time. 

A typical case is that of a wom- 
an, aged 32, who had two large 
amalgam fillings in the lower side 
of the jaw. They caused her no 
discomfort until a large gold filling 
was placed in an upper right tooth 
opposite the amalgams. 

Immediately thereafter she began 
to suffer with electric nerve shocks, 
when the upper gold and the lower 
amalgam came into contact with 
each other. 

She was relieved of her condition 
when the amalgams were removed 
and the restorations were replaced 
with gold.
